Nigeria Sticks 
To Relief Ban 


LAGOS 'AP) — The Nigerian 
government has said no to aid 
from 
four white governments 
and all private agencies that 
helped Biafra. But it said it is 
consulting “a number of friend­ 
ly governments for immediate 
requests for relief.” 
The ban affects the govern­ 
ments 
of 
France. 
Portugal, 
Rhodesia, and South Africa as 
well as such groups as Caritas, 
the Roman Catholic relief agen­ 
cy; Joint Church Aid, grouping 
a number of agencies: Canaire- 
Lef of Canada and the French 
and Nordic Red Cross. 
The government said nothing 
about the four black African 
governments 
that 
recognized 
Biafra as an independent state: 
Zambia. Tanzania, Gabon and 
the Ivory Coast. 
The government also put the 
persona non grata tag on “all 
foreign relief workers who oper­ 
ated illegally in the secessionist 
enclave” and said they would 
not be permitted in Nigeria. 
Presumably this means expul­ 
sion for those still in what was 
B.afra. 
Lord Hunt, who headed the 
British team that conquered Mi. 
Everest, arrived in Lagos today 
with a committee to work out 
plans for British relief. His gov­ 
ernment has allocated $12 mil­ 
lion for aid and IO tons of relief 
supplies are waiting in London 
for airlift to Nigeria. The Nige­ 
rians first refused to allow them 
lo be brought in on military 
planes, then submitted a re­ 
quest for extra medical supplies 
to be included in a civilian air­ 
lift. 
The U.S. State Department 
announced that Maj. Gen. Yaku- 
bu Gowon, the Nigerian chief of 
state, told a U.S. envoy that the 
Nigerian government will not 
hesitate to call on the United 
States for assistance. The de­

leader expressed warm appre­ 
ciation to the U.S. diplomat. As­ 
sistant Secretary of State David 
Newsom, for the aid offered by 
the United States.

Over 'Safe' Pill 


WASHINGTON (AD — A not- 
sd b’rth control specialist said 
today women are in a grim race 
with laboratory animals to de­ 
termine the safety of the pill. 
“Tho ultimate outcome of this 
race between dogs, monkeys 
and women can be anticipated 
by informed observers only with 
great 
apprehentsion 
and 
con­ 
cern.” Dr. Roy Hertz told the 
Senate monopoly subcommittee. 
Hertz is chairman of the can­ 
cer task force of a Federal Food 
and Drug Administration advi­ 
sory panel that twice has re­ 
ported on the growing number 
af suspected hazards in taking 
oral contraceptives. 
Testifying on the second day 
of hearings into the safety of 
oral contraceptives. Hertz said 
lit might take yeans to confirm 
suspected links between the pall 
and cancer of the breast and 
uterus. 
But he said it would be a 
“rare 
circumstance 
indeed” 
that would cause him to pre­ 
scribe most current pills. 
Hertz said much early testing 
of the pall had been misinter­ 
preted. He blamed fear of the 
population explosion and drug 
industry pressure for creating a 
worldwide 
enthusiasm 
that 
hampers “truly comprehensive 
and objective evaluation of its 
merits and demerits.” 
Although 
Hertz made 
only 
passing reference to the drug in­ 
dustry', another witness blamed 
the drug makers for dispensing 
“untruthful and dangerous ad­ 
vice.” 
Dr. Edmond Kassouf, identi­ 
fied by subcommittee spokes­ 
men as one of the first Ameri­ 
can practitioners to suspect se­ 
rious side effects from the pill, 
said pamphlets given consum­ 
ers failed to take note of studies 
definitely linking oral contra­ 
ceptives to fatal blood clotting 
and ether disorders.

also 
accused 
the 
American Medical Association 
of having a “puzzling” record j 
on birth control pills, refusing to I 
publish or take note of some I 
critical reports. 
In testifying on the risk o f : 
cancer, Hertz singled out the 
widely used syntheftic female 
hormone estrogen and said the 
overwhelming mass of studies 
had showed it caused cancer in 
mice, rats, rabbits, hamsters 
and dogs. 
“It is also to be noted that all 
chemicals known to produce tu­ 
mors in man such as aniline 
dyes, arsenic, coal tar and tho­ 
rium also produce tumors in ex­ 
perimental 
animals 
and 
fre­ 
quently in the same site,” Hertz 
said. 
Estrogen, virtually abandoned 
in Britain after a recent report 
linked it directly to fatal blood 
clotting, is used in about half 
the birth control palls prescribed 
for the estimated 8.5 million 
American users.

The debate over a city snowmobile ordin- 
l ftnce has shifted to Gladstone and while local 
* snowmobile owners voiced strong objections to

Snowmobiles simply are becoming too num­ 
erous to allow them to run at will throughout a 
residential and business community. 
The City of Munising probably was the first

t palitv of anv size in the V. P. has been faced 
; with the problem. Escanaba’* ordinance, while 
* difficult to enforce, was placed on the books 
last vear. Iron Mountain adopted an ordinance 
•and Kingsford is considering one. 
There are joints on both sides of the ques­ 
tion — the desire of owners to use their expen­ 
sive machines as convenient!'' as possible on one 
"hard and tho nuisance and property damage 
caused or the other — but the overpowering 
argument is one of safety.

Newsnaners in the l Tnner Peninsula have 
been full of police reports this winter on snow­ 
mobile accidents. Many people h°ve been ser­ 
iously injured. Some have been kilted. 
An accident in Marouette Monday night 
serves to dramatize the situation. 
In that one. two boys, ages IO and In. were 
critically hurt when the snowmobile on which 
they were riding collided headon with a ieep- 
tvpe vehicle on a city street. Police said the 
snowmobile was running in the traffic lane and 
the vehicle turned a comer into the same lane. 
Fortunately, no accidents quite that serious 
have been reported on the streets of Escanaba 
or Gladstone, but there is no immunity from 
them in this area unless operation of the ma­ 
chines on thoroughfares designed for automo­ 
biles and trucks is strictly restricted.

Snowmobiles are too powerful, too fast and 
their use is too unrestricted in the sense that 
practically anyone big enough — and this is a 
problem for parents — to see over the wind­ 
shield can drive them. They also are too small 
to be seen by drivers of other vehicles. Snow' 
banks in a city can hide a snowmobile until the 
last split second before a collision. Night opera­ 
tion complicates visability problems and icy 
streets add to the difficulty of avoiding an acci­ 
dent, both for a snowmobile driver and for the 
driver of a car or truck. 
Without restriction in a city, eventually 
there will be a serious accident involving a snow­ 
mobile. Even with restrictions there could be 
an accident. Some snowmobilers in Escanaba, for 
example, have ignored the ordinance and used 
their machines anyway. But at least the people 
will have been warned. 
There may be some merit to allowing people 
to “walk” their machines to allowable areas and 
this is being considered in Gladstone as a com­ 
promise proposal between an “all or nothing” 
type of law', but failure on the part of the City 
Commission to adopt some type of ordinance at 
this point could only amount to official sanction 
of use of city streets by the machines. 


The Family Lawyer 


Making Junior Pa> 
Six-year-old Jeff, playing cowboys with his 
cronies, was annnoyed by the arrival of a neigh­ 
bor’s four-year-old daughter. 
“PU take care of her,” he announced, and 
gave her a hard shove. The little girl fell over, 
broke her aim, and later — through her par­ 
ents — filed a damage suit against Jeff. Des­ 
pite the boy’s tender years, the court rendered 
a sizeable judgment against him. 
It may seem strange to saddle a youngster 
with such an obligation. But it is no longer rare 
for a child to be collectible. Perhaps he has 
money of his own. Perhaps his family has a 
liability insurance policy that includes coverage 
for him. Or perhaps the claimant will keep the 
judgment hanging over the child’s head for 
years, until he grows older and begins to earn 
wages. 
In any event, in the eyes of the law, mere 
youthfulness alone does not ordinarily prevent 
liability. Most courts feel that since the loss 
must fall upon someone, and since parents of­ 
ten cannot be held responsible, it is fairer to 
let the loss fall upon the guilty child than upon 
his innocent victim. 
Nevertheless, youthfulness may indeed be 
a defense if the circumstances show a lack of 
wilful purpose. For example: 
A four-year-old boy wrapped his aims 
around the legs of a woman visitor, causing her 
to topple over and suffer injuries. But in a court 
hearing that followed, the evidence showed that 
the hug was a gesture of pure affection. There­ 
upon the court ruled in the child’s favor, because 
even though his act was intentional, it was not 
meant to do any harm.

Thus, in another case, a schoolboy was held 
not liable when he accidentally collided with

“We should not wish to make it necessary 
for children to stand about tile schoolyard with 
folded hands for fear they might negligently 
brush against one of their fellows, and become 
liable for heavy damages.”

know, I do not share the fash­ 
ionable animus against U. S. 
businessmen.

Every time I hear of a pro­ 
gram that promises success in

out that business is at the 
back of it.

businessman 
has a much better record here 
than the professional do-good­ 
er.

Despite the rela­ 
tively poor, pay, he gets a com­ 
pensatory kick out of teaching. 
What he wanted to do was to

The 
booklet was compiled to give 
consumers 
information about 
existing programs and protec­ 
tion, to help consumers make 
full use of these programs and 
get the maximum

available under Michigan law, 
reports Charles M. Harper, di­ 
rector, Michigan State Library,

The State of Michigan has 
long been concerned with pro­ 
tecting 
consumers 
and

passed specific legislation when 
the need for it became evi­ 
dent. Responsibility 
for 
en­ 
forcing these laws has been 
assigned to

State department. Consequent­ 
ly, many State agencies enforce 
consumer 
protection 
laws 
in 
their areas of concern. The fact 
that responsibility for enforc­ 
ing these 
law's 
is 
scattered

means that it is difficult for 
the consumer to know where to 
turn to get 
protection, 
it 
is 
noted. 
In the forward to the book­ 
let, the Council points out the 
importance of getting citizen 
participation in enforcing these 
laws. “To a great extent, ade­ 
quate enforcement depends up­ 
on an informed public who can 
bring violations to the atten­ 
tion of the regulatory agency 
so that such practices can be 
stopped. However, unless the

The second section contains 
short summaries of consumer

agency enforcing the law and 
the kind of offense committed 
when the law is broken.
